The Dulles Policy 


WARSAW—The big American jet lifted us off Moscow runway 
for Poland. It was Sunday in America. As we left, many of our 
people at home were going to church for prayer and worship. Our 
own thoughts were neither in Mgscow, 
Warsaw, nor at home, but on the speech 
made by Richard Nixon to listening and 
viewing millions of Russians. Our prayers 
were for it. 

It was not important, as some argued, 
- that Vice President Nixon make a strong 
f speech. What was of primary priority was 
that he make an intelligent one. He had to 
balance the forces involved here and at 
= home. He had sweated over the speech, 
* and late Saturday he had cut it almost in 
half. It was a speech designed to do what 
he said he hoped to do. This was to change 
as much as he could the distorted image 
of America which exists here.

Speech Replaced a Favorite Program 


There is no doubt but that Nixon has made some little progress. 
He spoke at a time when a favorite humor program is on Russian 
TV. He apologized for usurping it, but there was no rival program 
and none turned this one off. The ideas in it are familiar to Ameri- 
cans, but there was little in it familiar to Russians. Here was 
something new. They were aware that the Messrs. Kozlov and 
Mikoyan had spoken on U.S. TV. But here, for the first time in 
aN history of the U.S.S.R., a reply had been made on radio-TV, 
and there was offered a choice of ideas. That the Soviet government 
agreed to it indicates how great is the change in the past two years 
under Khrushchev 


There was talk of why the United States has bases and a direct 
notice to the Soviet worker that one-fourth of all production goes 
into armaments. There was agreement that the United States does 
not care how much work is done for success of communism in 
Russia, but a strong question whether this also means work for a 
victory over the United States and other countries. There was men- 
tion of jammed radio broadcasts and of the fact that four times as 
much comment by Soviet leaders is printed in America than is 
comment by U.S. leaders in Russia. 

There was more of this plain, simple approach. 

Richard Nixon read slowly. He stopped frequently so that all 
transiations would be short. The‘interpreter did an honest, clear 
job of putting it into Russian. 

Nixon mentioned the fact there had been charges of irresponsi- 
bility in U.S. television reporting, but countered with an illustra- 
tion of it in the Soviet news by going fully into the preposterous 
charge that he had offered money to Soviet people so as to have it 
photographed. It was a skillful example of giving both points of 
view.

Hunger Is Weapon 
In Moscow's Hands 


In opening the American 
Exhibition in Moscow, Vice President 
Nixon declared, “The caricature of capi- 
talism as a predatory, monopolist-dom- 
inated society is as hopelessly out of date 
as far as the United States is concerned 
as a wooden plow.” 

The vice president quoted some fig- 
ures to back up his contention that the 
world’s largest capitalist country has 
come nearer to the ideal of prosperity for 
all in a classless society of any nation in 
history. By inference he tried to show 
that a people do not have to become slaves 
to achieve the Lenin-Marxist ideal of a 
‘workers’ paradise.” 


There are 44 million families in the 
United States, Nixon pointed out. Thirty- 
one million of these families own their 
own homes and the land on which they 
are built. These 44 million families own 
a total of 56 million cars, 50 million tele- 
vision sets and 143 million radio sets. 
And they buy an average of nine dresses 
and suits and 14 pairs of shoes per fam- 
ily per year. 

As the vice president spoke, the U.S. 
House of Representatives was debating 
and voting upon the nation’s foreign aid 
program. It made huge cuts in it. It whit- 
tled away at the muscle of U.S. foreign 
policy, especially in the backward 
areas of large populations who eventually 
will decide whether freedom or commu- 
nism rules. 

Most Americans do not know or do 
not concern themselves with the fact that 
more than 60 per cent of the world’s 
population now lives at a level below 
what is considered minimum subsistence 
standards. And the total number of hu- 
man beings is increasing by 40 million 
annually. With only about 6 per cent of 
the world’s population, the United States 
has astonishingly great material wealth, 
her people are the best fed, housed and 
clothed. 


People who are —_p are not much 
concerned about freedom. They merely 
want to be fed or to be provided with 
the means for feeding themselves. They 
will go along with the system which 
seems to offer the quickest relief from 
their miseries. 

The vice president is right about what 
our system, our resources and our people 
have achieved in the way of material 
possessions. But we must never forget 
that the political unrest stemming from 
hunger in vast areas of the world is 
Moscow’s greatest cold war weapon. And 
it offers us our greatest and most chal- 
lenging opportunity.

“Unless our citizens are to strangle 
themselves on traffic, we must develop 
simple, fast transit systems which will 
neither unnerve nor frustrate the pas- 
senger. 

“Seattle’s monorail not only will solve 
a specific problem, it will serve as a 
proving ground for an operating device 
that may be of more significance to more 
people than any local transit develop- 
ment since the replacement of the horse- 
drawn streetcar.” — 

So we'll watch Seattle for the next 
few months to see how the West Coast 
city rides out the monorail project.

State Revenue Rises 
And So Will Requests 


The state’s fiscal picture continues to 
brighten in encouraging’ fashion, 

Gross intake from sales taxes 
July were up 17.25 per cent over the 
same month last year. The increase re- 
flects a healthier business economy and 
tighter methods of collection. 


The month-end report showed a 10 
per cent gain in total net receipts from 
the combined sources of state taxes. 


If the present trend continues, the 6 
per cent increase marked at the end of 
the past fiscal year will be exceeded and 
a new record will be sef€ in state in- 
come. 


The July returns further justify Gov. 
Vandiver’s action in resisting political 
pressures for a tax hike this year. Bar- 
ring unforeseen complications, he stands 
an excellent chance of becoming the first 
governor in many years to hold the line.

MAXWELL FIELD—Every time I think I’m getting old and 


jaded and comfortably immune to anything new the 20th century 


has to offer, somebody dangles a fascinating modern-age goodie 


before my gullible eyes—and I’m off again... bug-eyed with 
wonderment, choking with delight, making like the Poet Millay 
said, ““The booth in which Folly holds her fair.”’ 


Now it’s jets. 
Have you ever been up in a sweet little jet plane? 


I tell you it’s the most exciting, most exhilarating, most alto- 
gether delightful experience I’ve had since I learned to skin the 
eat on a top branch of a chinquapin tree when I was 5 years old. 
It's a combination of all the airy, faintly danger-scented feats 
that ever attracted and repelled you—the high jump into the creek, 
hanging upside down from a swing, the roller coaster, a ride in an 
old-fashioned open cockpit plane. 


When they spoke to me of jets here at Maxwell Field I was 
only politely interested. I've been saying for some time that flying 
is fine for convenience but it isn’t exciting any more. Traveling by 
air these days is pretty much like catching a bus, only with bus 
you get scenery. 


However, if they had a jet ride ‘on the schedule of visiting 
DACOWITS members ‘that’s Defense Advisory Committee on 
Women in The Services), I would take a jet ride.
